by Mrs. Charles Archibald, president of 
the Maritime Provinces W. C. T. U. of 
Canada. At 10 a. m. the convention 
was called to order by the president, 
Miss Frances E 
Willard. 
The roll 


call of official members followed, and 
then came the appointment of com- 
mittees 
on 
credentials, courtesies, 


finance and resolutions. Then followed 
the report of the executive committee, 
the address of welcome by Lady Henry 
Somerset, president of the British Wo- 
man's Temperance association, and the 
singing of "There Are Band? of Ribbon 
Mute" by the white ribbon choir of 500 
voices. Miss Willard then adressed 
the meeting. 


In her introductory remarks Misa 


Wiliiard explained the purpose that had 
caused this gathering of temperance 
women from all over the world, which 
was the best manner of presenting the 
polyglot petition to the different na- 
tions and furthering the cause of tem- 
perance among the race. 


Under the searchlight of knowledge 


in these later days, she said, it is folly 
for temperance people to ignore ihe 
mighty power of poverty to induce evil 
habits of every kind. It was only our 
ignorance of the condition of the in- 
dustrial classes that magnified a single 
propaganda and minimized every other 
that led the temperance people in 
earlier days to believe that if men and 
women were temperate, all other ma 
terial good would follow in the train of 
this great grace. But we know now 
that the rapid progress of invention is 
constantly diminishing the number of 
workmen required in the different Hues 
of industry. 


There are millions of men and wom- 


en in Great Britain and America who 
would gladly work, but the pitiless, 
restraining hand of invention 
and 


monopoly holds them back, so that an 
opportunity to earn their bread by the 
sweat of the brow is already fought for 
as strenuously as men in other times 
fought for their lives. And the condi- 
tion of things grows more threatening 
and must continue to do so as new races 
enter the competition and rise to the 
level of utilizing all the inventions of 
all the nations of the earth. 
.—Under--this -pleasure - of- relentless 
competition men are ground into dust, 
and that by a heavier heel than old 
time tyrannies could boast, and they 
seek forgetfulness in those indulgences 
whose hallucinations deteriorate body 
and soul. They drink and debauch 
themselves, they gamble, they seek 
gross scenes of amusement and reyelry; 
on the one hand they try to forget, and 
on the other to crowd into the brief 
space given them [for recreation 
the 


utmost possible amount of sensation 
and delirium. 


Nothing .short of willful ignorance 


can account for blinking the fact that 
poverty is perhaps the chief procuring 
cause of the brutal drinking habits 
with which whole areas of population 
are sodden throughout the English- 
speaking world. In view of these facts 
it is more than short-sighted folly, it is 
unpardonable stubbornness, not to say 
criminal apathy, in us as temperance 
workers if we do not clasp hands of 
intelligent and earnest sympathy with 
the wags-worker and the unemployed. 
We must lengthen our 
cords and 


strengthen our stakes until they reach 


BO far over into the camp of our bread 
earning brethren that ours shall be for 
evermore 
two 
"camps allied," in 


thought and purpose to bring in the 
day. We must be able to see that the 
eight hours' law is a 
temperance 


measure, a purity measure, a gospel 
measure, and nothing less, for by means 
of the eight hours' law one-third more 
men and women now unemployed, can 
find standing room in the bread win- 
ning battalions, where they can fight 
for a free and independent life and a 
well ordered home 
The living wage 


means not only that the wage-earner 
shall live, but he shall live well. 


It took some of us well nigh twenty 


years to see what the prophetic mind 
of Wendell Phillips long ago discerned, 
when he was wont to say to his friends: 
"Some of you will live to see the tem- 
perance question, the woman question, 
the labor question, the purity question, 
all merged in one mighty movement of 


the hest adapted to its environment, 
and we are here for the pulling down 
of the liquor system, because, judged 
by its effects, it is the most unlit and 
the least adapted to that slowly improv- 
ing environment which ia the outcome 
of Christianity working on the minds 
and bodies of the human race. 


The reports of the different superin- 


tendents were df livered and midday 
there was prayer led by Mrs Elizabeth 
Selmer, president of the Denmark W. 
C. T. U , of Copenhagen. The piayers 
were followed by a memorial service in 
honor of "Our Promoted Comrades." 


Later in the day the report of Miss
